HE German Troops that came laft from 
the Milaneze, and are defign’d for Na- 
ples, continue at S. Nicolo, and demand 
500 Doubloons a Day during the time 
they were ftopp’d there rill the Pope’s 

Pleafure concerning the furnifhing them with Sub- 
fiftance was known. Laft Night the Count of Ca- 
ftlebanco, with a Retinue in 4 Poft-Chaifes,srriv’d 
here ; and this Morning purfu’d his Journey to Flo- 
rence, to treat with the great Duke of Tufcany a- 
boutContributicns for the Imperialifts for the enfuing 
Year. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated Jan. 13. 
Milan, Dec. 26. Letters are fent to all the Iralian 
Princes that are Feudataries of the Empire, earneft- 
ly co prefs them to pay forthwith the Sums for 
Contribution, at which they were rated by Prince 
Eugene before bis Departure from hence to Vienna. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Jan. 12. 
Warfaw, Dec. 19. The Mufcovicte General Ron- 
ne, who had lain fometime at Pultowsk with 11 
Regiments, baving confum’d what Provifions that 
Part of the Countiy could furnifh, is march’d to 
Brzeze laying wafte all behind him. The Swedes 
give out they will follow the Mufcovites, and that 
by the end of January they will be on the Frontiers 
of Mufcovy ; but that 10 or 12 Regiments will be 
left in great Poland, till the Treaty relating to Re- 
ligion in Silefia is intirely executed. When the Tur- 
kith Minifter had his 2d Audience in the Swedith 
Chancery, the King was not prefent ; fo he deliver’d 
to Count Piper a Letter for his Majefty written 
with the Grand Signior’s own Hand. A few Days 
after he had another Audience, the King and his 
Privy Council being prefent: At that Time he re- 
new’d the Propofition he had formerly made, namely 
that the grand Signior was ready to fend an Army 
againft the Czar of Muicovy, provided his Swedith 
Majefty and King Stanitlaus would oblige them- 
felves to keep onthe War againft him for a cerain 
Tiwe: The Anfwer return’d him was, that his 
Swedith Majeity was oblig’d tothe grand Signior 
for the Offer he had cthoughe fir to make ro him, 
but that he hop’d by the Affiftance of Heaven to 
overcome his Enemy, and reduce him to the fame 
Condition he had done others, 
From the Amft. Cour. and Lied. Giz. dated Jan. 14. 
Hamburg, Jan. 10. Letters from Pcland tell us, 
that the Swedes have newly caus’d 2 Bridges to be 
laid over the Viftula, and have lately receiv'd in 
their Camp 300 Waggons with Stores of War from 
Great Poland. From Warfaw of the 25th of De- 
cember they write, that the Palatine of Kiovia had 
notified to all the Palatinats by circular Letters, bis

Dep .es from the Diftri& 
of Warfaw hac waited on King S:aniflaus, and con- 
gratulated him on bis Avival in .seir Neighbour- 
hood ; and defrd tim atthe {sme Time, that be 
would ufe his gout Offices win the King of Swe- 
den, to the End the Contributions demanded for 
the Swedifh Troops migh: be modcrated. Thefe 
Advices from Warfaw fay they bad an Account 
from Cave, that the Mufcovite Prince Repnin was 
preparing to march from thence in Conjunction 
with General Oginski, to coffer Battle to Prince 
Wiefnowiski, who lay near Neuftad with his Li- 
thuanian Troops and 2 or 3 Regiments of Swedes,

Liege, Jan 10. Letrers from Paris Advife, tbac all 
things were fetctled by the Court for tve nex: Cam- 
paign in Germany ; and rhac the iMarfhal de Villars 
was to fet out for the Rhine to undertake fome En- 
terprize if the Weather thould turn Frofty. The 
raifing of Recruits for their Land-Forces was carry'd 
on with all poffible Diligence ; and ’twas reporied 
fome new Regiments wil! be rais’d affoon as the old 
are compleated. Thefe Advices add, that the King 
had not actually declar’d the Generals who are to 
command his Armies in Chief the enfuing Cam- 
paign; but ‘twas not doubted the Duke of Ven- 
dome would be continu’d at the Head of the Army 
in the Netherlands, where the Troops are to be put 
into a better Condition than they have been at any 
time hitherto. The Elector of Bavaria lives with 
great Jollity at Mons, yet is careful to fill up his 
own Troops againft the Campaign.

Amfterdam, Jan. 12. Letters from Leenwarden of 
the 3d of this Month give an Account,that bis High- 
nefs Count Guftavus Carlfon, Count of Borringhen, 
Lord of Lindholm, &c. died fuddenly at his Sear 
of Ter Horn at Beetgum the 1 ft Inftanr, in the 59:b 
Year of his Age. He wasa natural Son of Charles 
Guftavus King of Sweden, and legitimated by 
him ; he marry’d the Baronefs of Schwartzenberg, 
defcended from one of the moft noble and ancient 
Families of Franconia, but bad no Iffue by ber. 
He was a Prince of excellent Qualifications, and is 
much lamented.
